Foreword 


The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  term, 

“Progress  Slowly.”  Perhaps  that  is  the  best 
way  to  proceed.  “Slow  but  sure”  may  be  the 
way  to  attain  the  highest  goals  in  the  long 
run. 

St.  Daniel’s  has  rejuvenated  the  organ  at 
a  cost  of  $830.00.  The  men  are  getting  wood 
and  materials  ready  to  rebuild  the  Fair  stand 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2500.00.  Volunteer 
painters  have  “brightened  up”  the  basement 
and  the  J.  C.’s  have  begun  the  “Fire  Protec¬ 
tion  Dam”  south  of  the  Amphitheatre.

A  committee  is  now  studying  plans  for 
further  church  improvement  and  at  the 
propitious  moment  the  Church  Council 
will  present  a  tentative  “Future  Plan”  for 
improvement  at  Trinity. 

Both  churches  have  in  mind  a  Sunday  School  Evaluation  Program  and  then 
to  reorganize  Christian  Educational  Effort  in  line  wtih  these  findings.  Rev.  Lawrence 
Reese  of  the  Parish  and  Church  School  Board  will  be  the  Evaluation  Expert. 

Last  but  not  least  there  is  always  the  challenge  of  delinquent  members  and  that 
large  group  of  people  outside  the  church  who  need  to  be  challenged  by  a  sustained 
and  continuous  evangelistic  program. 

Let  us  all  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  loyal  effort  and  increased  zeal  in 
behalf  of  these  fine  churches  of  the  Robesonia  Parish  and  pray  that  God  may  give 
us  grace  to  do  our  level  best  for  Him. 


Parish  Meeting

January  9,  1955. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Robesonia  Lutheran  Parish  was  held  in  the  Trinity 
Lutheran  Hall.

Reorganization  of  the  Parish  Council  followed,  with  election  of  these  officers: 

Motion  was  made  by  Edward  Broughall,  seconded  by  John  Stump,  to  keep  Clar¬ 
ence  Sprecher  as  Treasurer.  Motion  carried.  Other  nominations:  Vice-president, 
John  Stump;  secretary,  Lawrence  Eckert.  As  there  were  no  other  nominations,  motion 
was  made  by  E.  Willis  Minnich,  seconded  by  Guy  Strawser,  to  have  the  secretary 
cast  ballot  for  above  nominees.  Motion  carried. 

The  following  councilmen  attended  the  meeting:  Rev.  E.  L.  Leisey,  Clarence 
Sprecher,  Charles  Miller,  Leroy  Werner,  E.  Willis  Minnich,  William  Seigfried,  K. 
Paul  Fernsler,  Lawrence  Eckert,  John  Stump,  Raymond  Kalbach,  Edward  Broughall, 
Lester  Ressler,  Howard  Rump,  Lester  Ulrich,  Oard  Wolfe,  George  Fischer,  Adam 
Spohn,  Warren  J.  Watson,  Guy  Strawser,  Albert  Lauck,  Ralph  Putt,  Harold  Matthew, 
Ralph  Noecker,  Donald  Duncan,  Ralph  Putt,  Sec.  Pro-Tern. 

Warren  J.  Watson  gave  a  report  on  the  ratio  study  of  membership  of  the  two 
churches,  the  membership  was  analyzed  as  to  dues  paying  members— Trinity  300,  St. 
Daniel’s  600,  leaving  a  2  to  1  ratio,  and  it  was  decided  that  conditions  remain  same 
until  further  notice. 

Property  Committee  had  no  report. 

The  president  asked  for  suggestions  as  to  whom  to  appoint  as  delegates  to  the 
Synod,  and  Reading  Conference.  Motion  was  made  by  Edward  Broughall,  seconded 
by  Ralph  Noecker,  to  appoint  Albert  Lauck  as  delegate  to  the  Synod  and  Warren 
Davis  to  the  Conference.  Motion  carried. 

Rev.  Leisey  asked  for  suggestions  as  to  the  type  of  Lenten  services  desired  this 
year.  After  discussion  on  types  of  pictures  available  and  the  fact  that  outstanding 
church  leaders  are  not  always  available  as  speakers  for  Lenten  services,  motion  was 
made  by  Leroy  Werner,  seconded  by  E.  Willis  Minnich,  to  have  one  speaker  at  a 
service  at  Trinity  and  one  speaker  at  St.  Daniel’s  and  motion  pictures  at  the  balance 
of  the  services.  Motion  carried. 

There  was  no  unfinished  business,  so  under  new  business,  the  following  report 
of  the  Robesonia  Centennial  Committee  was  given  by  Warren  J.  Watson. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  hold  some  events  at  the  St.  Daniel’s  Amphitheatre,  and 
asked  for  permission  for  same.  Permission  was  granted,  so  the  chairman  stated  that 
plans  are  being  made  by  the  committee  to  reinforce  some  benches  in  the  amphi¬ 
theatre  for  these  events,  and  that  no  cost  of  same  was  to  be  paid  by  St.  Daniel’s,  as 
the  centennial  committee  would  pay  for  same. 

Ralph  Putt  reported  that  an  officer  of  the  local  veterans  organization  would 
contact  the  local  pastors  in  the  near  future  to  plan  for  a  memorial  service  for  this 
community. 

Rev.  Leisey  explained  the  reason  for  increased  number  of  councilmen  at  St. 
Daniel’s,  same  being  due  to  St.  Daniel’s  Sunday  School  having  two  representatives 
on  council,  giving  them  two  more  members  than  Trinity.  Rev.  Leisey  announced 
that  a  special  meeting  of  each  council  will  be  held  immediately  after  the  parish 
meeting.
